Assad: Arab 
unity is our 
preoccupation 

DAMASCUS, March 5 (R). — 

■ President Hafez Assad said to- 
night the recovery of Israeli- 
occupied Arab territories and 
Palestinian rights remained 
Syria's major strategic objecti- 
ve. 

He also said “Arab unity 
must remain our mam preoc- 
cupation and the most impor- 
tant objective for which we 
work and towards which we 
should realise every step.” 

Addressing the inaugural ses- 
sion of the Syrian Student Un- 
ion’s Seventh Conference at 
Damascus University, President 
Assad said : 

“We shall not hesitate to re- 
alise any unionist step with 
every brotherly state that is 
prepared for it. The removal 
of the Israeli occupation of our 
. territories and recovery of the 
Palestinian people's rights will 
remain our major strategic ob- 
jective at this historic junctu- 
re.” 

President Assad noted the 
development of Syrian ties 
with Jordan and Egypt, and ad- 
ded "We also achieved a new 
unionist step three . days .ago in 
the proclamation signed In Kh- 
artoum for Sudan's accession 
to the Unified political com- 
mand of Egypt and Syria. 

In impromptu remarks after 
reading his prepared speech, 
the president said Syria had 
achieved remarkable results by 
putting an end to fighting in 
Lebanon. 

Syrian assistance had been 
able “to stop the fighting, foil 
the conspiracy with its major 
dimens ions, prevent partition 
and stop the emigration of Le- 
banese and Pal e sti n ia n s in Le- 
banon,” he said. 

President Assad said Syria's 
intervention in Lebanon had 
enabled it to prevent liquida- 
tion of the Palestinian resist- 
ance in Lebanon, which was to 
be undertaken by Israel direct- 
ly” 


Romania hardest hit 

Severe central European 
earthquake leaves trail of 
death and destruction 


BUCHAREST, March 5 (Agen- 
cies) — Thousands of people 
were today feared dead after a 
severe earthquake last night 
which reduced parts of Buchar- 
est and other southern Roma- 
nian cities to rubble. 

The known toll was at least 
400 deaths, a government offici- 
al said, adding that "the num- 
bers are conservative." 

As rescue squads clawed at 
the rubble of homes, restaura- 
nts and factories, well-informed 
sources said there were fears 
the final death toll was likely 
to be several thousand. 

“The casualty figures will go 
up a lot more once we get into 
these buildings,” said a weary 
army officer at one wrecked ap- 
artment block where troops we- 
re digging away the debris. 

The government official, de- 
signated to liaise with foreign 
correspondents, said nearly 300 
corpse shad been taken from 
the rubble in this capital city 
of 1.4 million people -- one of 
the worst-hit areas. 

The official said Bucharest 
hospitals had treated 1,773 peo- 
ple, about 1,200 of them serio- 
usly injured. 

Outside the capital, mostly 
in southern Romania, 72 bodies 
had been recovered so far and 
614 people were reported inju- 
red. 

In Bucharest, southern sub- 
urbs appeared to be the worst 
hit Entire houses and blocks 
of flats collapsed into the str- 
eets, or crushed buildings nea- 
rby. 

Across the border in Bulga- 
ria, 20 people were killed and 
164 injured in the same quake, 
according to the Yugoslav news 
agency Tanjug quoting an off- 
icial statement in Sofia. 

The earthquake, centred in 
the Transylvania region north 
of Bucharest, measured 12 on 
the Richter scale. 

The earthquake ripped along 
a traditional fault in file earth's 
crust in central Europe, shak- 
ing buildings as far north as 
Moscow and as far south as 
Naples, but deaths were app- 
arently limited' to Romania and 
Bulgaria. 

Experts at the Serbian Ge- 
ophysical Institue in Belgrade 
said the quake was centred ab- 
out 10 kms beneath the surface 
of the earth, which reduced its 
potentially devastating effects. 
The energy Unleashed was the 
equivalent of a dozen Hirsoh- 
tma bombs, the institue estima- 
ted. 

The Ro manian government, 
declared a national emergency 
and President Nicolae Cease scu 
hurried home from a visit to 
Nigeria to assess the scale of 
the disaster and supervise relief 
work. 

In Bucharest, thousand of bu- 
ildings were reduced to skele- 
tons. 

F amili es, including, old men 
and children, were seen rumm- 
aging through the wreckage, 
seeking what remained of their 
belongings. 

Many of the homeless, still 
completely stunned, huddled in 


groups scarcely speaking. One 
small child was sitting on the 
pavement, using a cooking pot 
as an improvised toilet. 

Bucharest Radio said that ho- 
spital patients who could be 
treated elsewhere were being 
' moved to make beds available 
for the quake victims. 

Travelling through southern 
Romania, Reuter correspondent 
Michael Lockley saw a trail of 
destruction in all the major 
towns. Apart from houses, ma- 
ny factories, big new office blo- 
cks, schools and hospitals were 
either partly or completely wre- 
cked, with gaping holes and 
massive cracks in their walls. 

The damage seemed particu- 
larly severe in the southern in- 
dustrial city of Craiova, where 
police and thousands of troops 
were trying to clear the chao- 
tic streets of vast mounds of 
bricks and stones. 

In Bucharest, huge stone-fa- 
ced buildings were crisis-cros- 
sed with cracks and fissures. 
One major hotel, the Pal as in 
the city centre, said it could 
not take guests because it was 
not sure whether the structure 
was safe enough. 

Traffic was in a state of near- 
chaos today because road bri- 
dges were considered unsafe 
for vehicles. 

Authorities were planning to 
set up special emergency cen- 
tres for the homeless. They 
were taken completely unawa- 
res by the devastating tremor. 

According to Bucharest Rad- 
io, the quake affected a huge 


crescent-shaped swathe of terr- 
itory in eastern and southern 
Romania more than 500 kms. 
long. 

The town of Dimbovita, 75 
kms. north of Bucharest, was 
singled out as having suffered 
loss of life and material dama- 
ge, although no details were 
given. 

The radio also said 300 oil 
wells were damaged, an indica- 
tion of the economic disloca- 
tion caused by the quake. 

The Ploeisti oilfields, the big- 
gest in East Europe outside the 
Soviet Union, are close to the 
earthquake epicentre. 

One eyewitness present dur- 
ing the earthquake said seve- 
ral fires had broken out in the 
capital. Later Bucharest Radio 
said gas supplies were being 
shut off temporarily because 
of the fire risk. 

Other public services such as 
electricity and water which had 
been disrupted by the tremors 
were restored this morning, 
although people were urged 
not to drink the water because 
of possible contamination. La- 
ter it was announced that wa- 
ter would be rationed. 

Schools were closed and tur- 
ned into mobile hospitals. The 
radio said that in order to she- 
lter the homeless, new apart- 
ment blocks not yet occupied 
would be opened. 

There were no reports of fo- 
reigners among the casualties, 
although severiU embassies and 
accommodation used by fore- 
igners were damaged. 


In a radio interview an Aus- 
trian diplomat said he felt the 
embassy twisting around “as 
if it had been slapped by a lar- 
ge hand.” But the building was 
not seriously damaged. 

The Jordanian Embassy in 
Bucharest was slightly dama- 
ged by Iasi night’s quake, the 
Jordanian Foreign Minister in 
Amman said today. 

It quoted a cable from the 
embassy’ in the Romanian capi- 
tal as saying that all Jordanians 
there were safe but the emba- 
ssy building was slightly dama- 
ged. 

The wife of a Belgian journa- 
list who left Romania today 
said in Frankfurt that she and 
her husband were in a restau- 
rant when the earthquake stru- 
ck at 9:24 pm. 

“I know it was exactly that 
time because all the clocks sto- 
pped," she said. 

She said she had seen at lea- 
st one Romanian woman tram- 
pled by a crowd which raced 
into the streets immediately af- 
ter the tremor. 

A Belgian student, Mr. Leon 
Jeurissen, said he had seen a 
cinema in central Bucharest co- 
mpletely crushed by the weight 
of the upper floors of the buil- 
ding. 

Mr. Jeurissen, speaking by te- 
lephone to Prague from the Be- 
lgian Embassy, said the cine- 
ma, which was showing the 
American film Vircus, was pro- 
bably full when the earthquake 
struck. 


Salam says Israel occupying south 

Lebanon presents note to Security 
Council members on Geneva attendance 


BEIRUT, March 5 (R). — Le- 
banon has presented the five 
permanent members of the UN. 
Security Council -- the United 
States, Britain, France, the Sov- 
iet Union and China - - with no- 
tes requesting that Lebanon 
participate in the Middle East 
peace conference in Geneva, 
Radio Beirut reported. 

It said the messages were gi- 
ven to representatives here of 
the five countries. 

Earlier this week, Foreign 
Minister Fuad Butros told a Jo- 
int meeting of the parliament- 
ary foreign and defence comm- 
ittees that Lebanon wanted to 
take part in the Geneva con- 
ference, which has been stalled 
for over three years. 

Mr. Saeb Salam, a former 
Lebanese Prime Minister, told 
the Kuwaiti daily newspaper A1 
Qabas that south Lebanon bad 
been added to Israeli-occupied 
Arab terriories. 

"The situation in the south 
is very dangerous. It is dange- 
rous because it concerns the 
Israelis’ infiltration of the south 


and the possible new repercu- 
ssions of this on the former 
(Lebanese) warring sides," he 
said in an interview with the 
paper published today. 

‘The danger in south Leba- 
non now is that Israel has occ- 
upied part of this territory, just 
as it occupied by force part of 
Egyptian and Syrian territory,’’ 
he added. 

He expressed "regret that our 
Arab brothers do not realise 
that calling for an end to occ- 
upation does not only mean 
Sinai, the West Bank and the 
Golan but should include Israeli 
withdrawal from the occupied 
parts of south Lebanon.” 

Mr. Salam said that in the 
other cases Arab regions were 
occupied by force of arms, "but 
here they have been occupied 
peacefully through wicked inf- 
iltration. It is an occupation 
which 1 wish our Arab brothers 
would be aware is a fact.” 

He added that the Israelis 
freely entered Lebanese villa- 
ges, recruited labourers, sold 
their goods, agricultural produ- 


Spain allows workers to strike , 
promises political amnesty soon 


MADRID, March 5 (R). — The 
Spanish government today gra- 
nted workers the right to strike 
and promised that an emnesty 
would soon be proclaimed 
two moves aimed at normalis- 
ing the political situation befo- 
re this year's promised general 
elections. 

By granting the right to stri- 
ke, for the first time since the 
end of the 1936-1939 Spanish 
civil war, the government app- 
eared to be seeking the support 
of the still illegal leftwing trade 
unions for a planned set of aus- 
terity measures that could in- 
clude wage restraints. 

Labour Minister Alvaro Ren- 
gifo laid part of the blame for 
the country’s present economic 
difficulties on Gen. Franco’s to- 
ugh labour policies. 

Under the late dictator, riot 
police were used to break up 
strikes and the state-controlled 
Trade Union Organisation nego- 
tiated wage deals. 

Speaking on television, the 
minister said this system was 
partly responsible for Spain's 
present inflation rate - - estima- 


ted at about 20 per cent - - and 
the growing number of jobless, 
now more than 4 per cent of 
the work force. 

The other important measure 
agreed on during last night’s 
government meeting was that 
file terms of an amnesty for po- 
litical crimes would be announ- 
ced after next week’s cabinet 
session. 

It seems highly unlikely, how- 
ever, that King -I lian CflrlOS 
will grant a general political 
amnesty, since this would co- 
ver the 100 or more extreme 
leftwingers held in connection 
with the recent killings of po- 
licemen and the kidnapping of 
senior officials. 

For internal political reasons, 
extreme rightwingers arrested 
after the discovery of an ille- 
gal arms factory in Madrid last 
month also seem unlikely, to 
benefit from a royal pardon. 

More than 100 of the politi- 
cal prisoners now in Spanish 
jails are Basque nationalists 
and thousands of Basques have 
been involved in pro-amnesty 
demonstrations this week. 


A government statement said 
the amnesty was prompted by 
a desire to secure peace for all 
Spaniards along the lines of 
the plan for political reforms 
overwhelmingly approved in the 
Dec. 15 referendum last year. 

The proclamation of a gene- 
ral political amnesty was one 
of the guarantees the opposition 
had demanded to ensure that 
the elections promised in the 
referendum would be free and 
democratic. 

But the special relevance of 
the amnesty to the Basques 
was emphasised by the fact that 
file government also agreed to 
give the two most militant Ba- 
sque provinces local “juntas” 
- - assemblies of local notables. 

Although these will have only 
limited powers, their establish- 
ment is seen at least as a sy- 
mbolic concession to the Bas- 
que claims for regional auto- 
nomy. 

Another guarantee which the 
opposition is insisting on before 
the elections is the legalisation 
of all political parties, including 
the Communists.

A1 Nahar said the president 
had also asked U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Richard Parker on Thursday 
for American pressure on Israel 
for the same purpose. 

Mr. Parker saw the president 
again today, but the U.S. and 
Kuwaiti embassies declined to 
comment on the report. 

Reports from the south say 
it has been calm in the Bint 
Jbail sector in the past few da- 
ys but in the Marjeyoun district 
there was still shelling yester- 
day. 

An important part in the eff- 
orts to arrange a ceasefire is 
being played by two southern 
deputies, Mr. Abdul Latif Zein 
and Ali A1 Khalil who have 
conferred over the past few 
days with Palestinian and right- 
wing Lebanese leaders. 

After meeting them yester- 
day, Phalangist Party leader 
Pierre Gemayel said it was im- 
■ portant “that we cease to trade 
accusations and ascribe to each 
other the responsibility for the 
situation in the south.” 

The two southern deputies 
added that in their view only 
Israel was responsible, accor- 
ding to press reports here. 

The conservative Beirut daily 
A1 Anwar, commenting on the 
situation today, said Lebanese 
sovereignty in the south could 
not be relinquished to the co- 
mmandos, and Israel must be 
forced to respect this sever' 5 
gniy.

CHINA TAKES UP HUMAN 


IN PERSPECTIVE By 


HONG KONG, March 5 (A- 
FP) Soviet hopes of an ac- 

commodation or even friend- 
ship with People's China 
following Mao Tse-Tung’s 
death last September have al- 
ready been. severely jolted, and 
the Chinese official press has 
followed up on previous scat- 
hing articles by charging that 
the Russians' system of put- 
ting dissenters in mental homes 
is even worse than Hitler’s tac- 
tics. 

Since the Stalinist Era, the 
China of Mao Tse-Tung had 
charged that the Soviets were 
“betraying” the Marxist -Len- 
inist cause, calling them "re- 
visionists” — and much worse. 


But after Mao died last year 
and Hua Kuo-Feng took over 
as Communist Party Chairman 
having foiled what was said 
to he an abortive coup by 
Mao’s widow and three other 
top leaders, it appeared to 
western observers that Soviet 
Party Chief Leonid Brezhnev 
believed he could come to te- 
rms with the new, and appar- 
ently unsteady, Chinese leader- 
ship. How wrong this turned 
out to be. 

Since the downfall of the 
“gang of four”, China’s news- 
papers and the official New 
China News Agency (NCNA) 
have been conducting a dual 
campaign against the "gang” 
— described as "radicals” in 
the Western press and as "one 
hundred per cent rightists" by 
the Chinese Communists — 
and the Soviet “revisionists”. 

While there have been ma- 
ny harsh attacks on the So- 
viet system in recent months, 
few surpassed the one which 
charged that the ‘‘cruel” supp- 
ression of Soviet dissenters 
"far surpasses that in Hitler’s 
concentration camps and pri- 
sons”. 

The NCNA said in an article 
bylined “hsinhua (New China) 
correspondent” : "To intensify 
the Fascist dictatorship, the 
Brezhnev renegade clique mak- 
es use of ‘mental homes’ as an 
instrument for oppressing the 
Soviet people”. 

Among those suppressed by 
being placed in mental homes. 


the agency said, were those 
who were "branded revolution- 
aries and dissenters who are 
discontented with and resist the 
counter-revolutionary rule”. 
These people are regarded by 
the Soviet authorities as "men- 
tal cases”, NCNA stated. 

The NCNA article, which 
could wreck any hopes of a 
Sino-SoYiet detente in the ye- 
ars to come, included a pers- 
onal attack on the top Soviet 
leader (it said most mental in- 
stitutions had been "establish- 
ed after Brezhnev came into 
power” and many mental hom- 
es are "directly controlled" by 
the K.GJ3. (the Soviet Com- 
mittee for State Security). 

Driving home Its attack, the 

Chinese agency said that >f to 
make use of ‘mental homes' as 
a tool for oppressing the Soviet 
people is an iron-clad proof 
that the Soviet revisionist re- 
negade clique is going further 
and further down the road of 
Fascistization and a manifesta- 
tion of the outward ferocity 
and inward weakness of this 
clique.” 

What NCNA described as the 
“fascist dictatorship” had, it 
declared, "aroused increasingly 
stronger resistance among the 
Soviet people which fills the 
Soviet authorities with ranc- 
our and fear”. 

Over the past year or so, the 
Chinese have openly been war- 
ning Western countries about 
the possibility of a Soviet at- 
tack, Soviet and other Eastern- 
Bloc ambassadors have walked 
out of banquets due to feroci- 
ous Chinese attacks, and the 
conclusion of a Sino -Japanese 
peace and friendship treaty is 
currently stalled due to Chin- 
ese insistence of a clause ag- 
ainst “hegemony”, which the 
Japanese apparently regard as 
a provocation toward the US- 
SR. 

Certain observers in Hong 
Kong today said it looked as 
though China was giving open 
backing to Soviet dissidents. 

The NCNA commentary st- 
ated, concerning them, that 
“fearing that the defendants 
were able to expose and ac- 
cuse openly the authorities of 


crimes if they were 'brought to 
an open trial, the Soviet au- 
thorities declared those dange- 
rous elements’ in their eyes as 
‘maniacs’ and put them into 
'mental homes’ to suppress th- 
em secretly”. 

New China quoted Western 
reports that “thousands upon 
thousands of people” were be- 
ing sent to the “mental homes” 
which were "prisons in disgu- 
ise”. 

Such people included “revo- 
lutionaries who call for the 
overthrow of the Soviet re- 
visionists’ rule, dissenters who 
are against national oppression 
and uphold the defence of hu- 
man rights, and ordinary people 
who are against the aggression 
and expansion committed by 
the Soviet revisionist renegade 
clique abroad.” 

New Chun even went so 
far as to support the “Prague 
spring” uprising by recalling a 
"well -known demonstration ag- 
ainst the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia”, a demons- 
tration held in Moscow's Red 
Square in August 1968. 

The agency said seven peop- 
le were arrested “when the 
demonstrators held aloft ban- 
ners with the slogans Tong live 
free and independent Czechos- 
lovakia' and ‘shame to the oc- 
cupationistsV' 

Among those arrested, some 
were sent into exile while oth- 
ers were thrown into concen- 
tration camps or mental homes, 
New China asserted. 

It quoted the case of artist 
Viktor Fainherg who was sent 
to a psychiatric hospital and 
told “your ailment is your dis- 
sident way of thinking:” 

The article charged that pe- 
ople who work in mental hom- 
es where political prisoners 
are kept "are picked by So- 
viet special agent organisa- 
tions. Senior and junior medi- 
cal personnel have military 
ranks and wear uniforms.” 

The official Chinese agency 
went on to state that "medical 
treatments are really tortures.” 
Given such statements, is it 
really possible to think that 
Sino-Soviet detente can be ac- 
complished in the near future? 


Just how worried are the Israelis? 


Is it not remarkable that, while Israeli offi- 
cials are raising such a hue and cry about the 
threat emanating to their country from “the 
situation in south Lebanon”, Israel is in fact 
stirring up the situation along its northern 
frontier? 

According to United Nations observer posts 
along the Israeli-Lebanese armistice line, Israeli 
forces have occupied six positions on the Le- 
banese side of the border and all four border 
crossing violations during the month of Febru- 
ary were the doing of the Israelis, including 
11 overflights by Israeli planes. 

If the Israelis are indeed concerned about 
the fighting in south Lebanon, they should not 
have objected to the presence of what amounts 
to a token Arab force (admltedly Syrian) which 
could have effectively put an end to the fight- 
ing there. 

Far from contributing to the easing of ten- 
sions in the region, the Israelis have given 
refuge to select armed villagers from south Le- 
banon who withdrew into^ Israel with their 
arms when the temporary* presence of Arab 
peace-keeping troops in the region seemed to 
threaten th^r* * reel! guns have also shelled 
positions inside Lebanon on several occasions. 

This, coupled with the hostile reception Is- 
rael’s Defence Minister Shimon Peres gave to 
the idea of statio ning United Nations force in 
south Lebanon is clear indication that Israel 
wants to retain rhe unchallenged privilege to 
intervene in south Lebanon whenever it so 
pleases but does not want to accord the right 
to others to put an end to the fighting there. 
UN. fbrees could come to south Lebanon with 
a mandate to end the fighting there. At worst, 
their presence could inhibit the blooshed. . 

One of Israel’s concerns is, of course, to 
prevent the Palestinian commandos form re- 
turning to that stretch of territory which the 
Israelis have dubbed “Fatehland”. To do this, 
they are more than willing to keep the pot 
boiling in south Lebanon - - a situation which 
elicited an eloquent but well justified cry of 
protest from Imam Musa Sadr, the religious 
leader of the mainly Shiite south. 

If the Israelis are really interested' on solv- 
■ ing the problem of Palestinian commando acti- 
vities, would it not be much more fitting to 
tackle the problem at the roots by trying to 


arrive at a settlement to the Middle East pro- 
blem and coming to terms with Palestinian 
and Arab demands at Geneva or Whichever 
forum is chosen? 

The Israelis are, on the contrary, obstruct- 
ing peace talks through their excessive -dem- 
ands and remarkable Uu& of willingness to ma- 
ke concessions for the sake of .peace. At. the. 
same time, they are preventing the return pea- ' 
ce to Lebanon by keeping the pot boiling bli- 
the south. This, in 'turn, is making an overall- 
Middle East peace settlement more difficult. ; - 

One must conclude that.lsrael is not serious ; 
about peace. It’s consuming concern with the - 
tactical situation along its northern border, aM- 
the solution it have opted for in dealing with. 

problem is indicative that considerations 
of peace definitely take-second place, if they'- 
come in at alL. 

The Israeli tactic has always been to stir 
up trouble in any country where the Palestinian’ 
commandos are given refuge and to blunt the 
threat'to themselves -by transforming ft fato-an' 
internal conflict in the country concerned. The 
resulting human suffering. Invariably dispro- 
portionate with the threat to -Israel itself,, re- 
ceives scant if any consideration from the lead- 
ers of Israel. Israel’s policy towards south Le- 
banon is in line with the perpetuation of Is- 
raeli occupation of Arab territories, it is not 
consonant with a desire for peace. 

The doubly unfoxtuiiate thing is that in the 
words of Imam Sadr, "Israel is exploiting Le- 
banese and Arab differences without a word of 
blame from the world community.” In fact, 
the world commun ity seems more concerned 
with a long-range threat to Israel that will 
materialise only if peace efforts faiL Should’ht 
the world community, Out of concern for the 
security of Israel, encourage that country to 
seek a permanent^ and effective solution to that 
threat by approaching the question of peace 
from a more realistic perspective ? 

Meanwhile, the occasional fabricated re- 
ports of fighting m south Lebanon being disse- 
minated by Israel Radio, such as the report of 
rightists occupying the village of Bint JTjefl -- 
later denied by residents of Israeli border set- 
tlements --is ominous indeed. Why is Israel 
Mowing up the situation unless that country 
is planning on further and perhaps more se- 
rious intervention in the area ?

KUWAIT, (CSM). — As U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. 
Vance rapidly sounded out 
Mideast leaders in the capitals 
on Arab-Israeli peace pros- 
pects, the wealthy oil states of 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia were 
preparing new action to help 
Egypt out of its deepening eco- 
nomic difficulties. 

The reasoning behind this is 
simple: “We have to help Egypt 
because a strong Egypt is the 
key to a lasting peace settle- 
ment with Israel. Without a 
strong Egypt, there can be no 
real peace, and the only alter- 
native to President Sadat for 
Egypt seems to be communi- 
sm.” This is in fact how one 
Saudi leader put it 

Kuwait Foreign Minister Sh: 
eikh Sabah Ahmad Jaber A1 
Sabah joined Saudi Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud Ibn Faisal 
and other top Kuwaiti and Sa- 
udi officials for talks with Pre- 
sident Sadat in Cairo Feb. 16 
to work out the rescue opera- 
tion for Egypt’s economy. 

"We must help Egypt,” said 


Kuwait Foreign Undersecretary 
Rashid A1 Rashid in an inter- 
view here. "We must do this 
not only for the sake of peace 
and the self-interest of the 
Arabs, but because we are com- 
mitted to foreign aid as an et- 
hical issue. You cannot calcu- 
late these matters only in black 
and white, in terms of the bot- 
tom line on an accounting she- 
et It is a matter of human soli- 
darity.” 

Both Saudi Arabia and Kuw- 
ait, like the United Arab Emi- 
rates, give well over 10 per 
cent of their multi-biilion-doliar 
petrodollar revenues in foreign 
aid. 

The Gulf Organisation for the 
Development of Egypt (GODE), 
formed last spring, allotted 2 
billion dollars to rescue the 
Egyptian economy, the break- 
down of which led to price 
riots in Egypt last' Jan. 18 to 
20 . 

Egypt asked GODE last spring 
for much more: up to 12 bil- 
lion dollars. "The problem with 
Egypt," said Saudi Deputy Fi- 
nance Minister Mansour A1 
Turk! in a conversation with 


this reporter in Riyadh, "is that 
they cannot seem to put toge- 
ther a serious plan to use the 
aid. They did not realise that 
GODE could use the 2 billion 
dollars to work for them in 
various ways, such as issuing 
bonds and thereby raising as 
much of the 12 billion dollars 
they want.” 

Mr. Turki, who has attend- 
ed many of the meetings with 
the Egyptians, heads a mixed 
Saudi-Egyptian company. “We 
keep asking them," he said, "to 
draw up projects so that we 
can get started helping them.

TEL AVTV, March 4, (R). — 
A dozen former members of

Admitting accepting bribes 
and evading taxes, he said he 
had passed on some of the 
money to his Labour Party’s 
campaign chest 

While the case may lose vo- 
tes for Labour in the coming 
election, the other parties are 
not expected to make election- ■ 


eering capital out of it 

This Is because the other 
groups, induding the Likud ce- 
ntre-right opposition and the 
National Religious Party (NRP),

This U.S. policy has in 
the past and still is the major 
factor which encourages Israel 
to keep adopting a hard line 
and refuse peace negotiations 
while continuing its aggressions. 
We do not say this to dampen 
the enthusiasm of those who 
are advocating the good inten- 
tions of the U.S. toward the 
Arabs, the paper says. But we 
say it to remind ourselves that 
only Arab military power can 
stand in the face of the enemy 
and that there doesn't exist a 
substitute for it. Peace in the 
area will not come about by 
our adopting a conciliatory att- 
itude toward the U.S. But it 
could be achieved by activa- 
ting Arab potentials to influ- 
ence U.S. policy rather than be 
influenced by theirs, the paper 
concludes.

The $11 million project co- 
vers an area from the Syrian 
border in the North down to 
Wadi Mousa in the south. , 

Mr. Prank said that another 
operational project for which 
WFP is giving assistance is an 
afforestation and forest impro- 
vement scheme. It is being car- 
ried out mainly in the Zarqa 
valley and the Irbid highlands 
at a cost of $4.8 million. 











A further project to cons- 
truct roads in rural areas will 
■cost $5.4 milli on. 

COMPLETED PROJECTS. 

Several ' projects have been 
finished since WFP started its 
operations in Jordan. Among 
them are projects to settle be- 
douins and improve nomadic 
sheep husbandry, restore the 
Hijaz Railway and improve nu- 
trition in educational establi- 
shments. 


WFP has also in the past 
offered food aid in emergency 
projects for war victims, dis- 
placed persons and Palestinian 
refugees. 

In addition, WFP has parti- 
cipated in other agricultural 
projects such as soil conserva- 
tion and planting of olive trees. 

In conclusion, Mr. Robinson 
said that "WFP's contribution 
is a small fraction of the total 
food aid needed for specific 
projects, since Jordan, as a de- 
veloping country, needs aid and 
can absorb aid. including food." 

Both Mr. Robinson and Mr. 
Pronk were very pleased with 
their visit to Jordan, especial- 
ly as it gave them the chance 
to become aware of progress 
made in WFP projects, and 
their contribution to social and 
economic development. 

They praised the coopera- 
tion given by the competent 
Jordanian authorities -- espe- 
cially the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture - - in implementing the va- 
rious WFP projects.

— The Hijaz 
Railway has begun running 
diesel-electric passenger trains 
between Amman and Damas- 
cus.

Minister of Transport Ali 
S’heimat said the railway au- 
thorities are studying the pos- 
sibility of increasing the num- 
ber of trains between Amman 
and Zarqa to eliminate rush- 
hour traffic congestion between 
the two cities.

Jordan, Tunisia agree 
on media cooperation 


AMMAN (JNA). — Jordan and 
Tunisia Have reached an initial 
agreement on information co- 
operation, according to Minist- 
er of Information Adrian Abu 
Odeh. 

Mr. Abu Odeh, who returned 
here from Tunis Friday even- 
ing, said that he and his Tuni- 
sian counterpart. Mustapha 
Masmoudi, agreed to exchange 
information through the natio- 
nal news agencies of their two 
countries. 

He said that when the Jorda- 
nian government approves the 
initial agreement, Mr. Masmou- 
di will come to Amman to sign 
it. 

The agreement will include 
cooperation in the field of news 
exchange, as well as exchange 
of television and radio pro- 
grammes. It also covers visits 
by journalists of the two coun- 
tries. 

Mr. Abu Odeh was in Tunis 
to attend the first non-aligned 
new meet, which ended Wed- 
nesday. 

The Council for News Coor- 
dination decided to meet a^ain 
next year in Havana. It was 
formed in response to a deci- 
sion taken by the sixth non- 
aligned summit in Colombo to 
establish a new worldwide 
system to disseminate more im- 
partial news about the Third 
World. 

The council, Mr. Abu Odeh 
said, discussed information co- 
operation between non-aligned 
countries and set up the rele- 
vant committees to work out 
such cooperation in detail. 

Jordan submitted to the con- 
ference a paper on technical 
cooperation between news age- 
ncies and television and radio 
stations of non-aligned coun- 
tries, Mr. Abu Odeh added. 

The council includes repre- 
sentatives of 15 non-aligned co- 
untries : five Asian countries. 


six African countries and three 
Latin American ones with Yu- 
goslavia representing Europe. 

Jordan is one of the five 
Asian countries represented on 
the council. 

Besides the represents Lives 
of the 15 countries composing 
the council, delegates attended 
from the United Nations and 
its agencies and the Organisa- 
tion of African Unity. 

Mr. Abu 'Oddi was welcom- 
ed at Amman airport on his ar- 
rival by the Under-Secretary at 
the Ministry . of Information. 
Mr. Mohammad Said Abu Na- 
war and a number of informa- 
tion officials.

| For years, the Dutch police took a permissive atti- 
tude towards soft drugs such as marijuana. But they 
are now finding themselves up against a much more 
dangerous problem — the international Chinese 
"Triad” gangs who handle opium and heroin. 


AMSTERDAM (F.T.). — Am- 
sterdam has always been some- 
thing of an anomaly in Holland. 
Whereas the country is safe, 
sound, bourgeois and dull, the 
city is easy-going, libertine, 
and bohemian. It is like an er- 
rant teenager, which has never 
grown up and remains pictur- 
esque and civilised, an arrested 
adolescent sliding into middle 
age. 

In the late 1950s and early 


1960s there wens the Provo s, 
not to be con.jsed with the 
Irish Frovofi. They were anar- 
chists of a sort — peaceful 
anarchists — best known for 
riding around os white bic- 
ycles. 

As a port, Amsterdam always 1 
had its sleazy side, with its 
sailors’ bars in narrow side 
streets and prostitutes sitting 
garishly in shop windows over- 
looking the canals, knitting and 


reading' women's m agazines 
while waiting for customers. 

Towards the end of the 
1960s Amsterdam became kn- 
own as the hippy capital of 
Europe. Soft dings like mariju- 
ana were easy to come by. 
There were dubs where it was 
smoked but which the police 
were not too fastidious about 
and seldom raided. 

Now, the town has a hard 
drugs problem of frightening 
proportions. In the space of 
six years the number of know 
heroin addicts has risen from 
several dozen to several thous- 
and. A sterdam is also known 
as the main dropping-ofi point 
for other parts* of continental 
Europe. 

Many officials believe that 
the heroin addiction is the na- 
tural progression from the abu- 
ndance of soft drugs which flo- 
oded Amsterdam Ln the 1960s. 
But Gerard Toorenaar, the head 
of the city’s Special Squad, 
accepts that the traffic in hard 
drugs has been helped on its 
way by the influx of Chinese, 
and particularly Chinese Triads 
or street gangs, into Amster- 
dam. The widely held theory is 
that the Chinese comer in both 
the Southeast Asia market and 
the American market were 
5 -ashed at about the same 
:hne. The winding down of the 
American involvement in Viet- 
nam by 1973 robbed Chinese 
suppliers from Hong Kong and 
Bangkok of a large share of the 
Vietnam trade, since a huge 
number of U.S. soldiers had 
come to use heroin. Many tho- 
usands of Vietnamese themsel- 
ves needed and got heroin after 
that, at least until the commu- 
nist takeover in 1975, but they 
were at most only half the 
market. 

Ro ughly over the same peri- 
od American narcotics agents

Run by Corsican gangsters and, 
it is said, the Mafia, this opera- 
tion channelled drugs from So- 
utheast Asia through Marseil- 
les and then to America. 

The end of the French Con- 
nection also happened to coin- 
cide with greater efforts by the 
police in Hong Kong to crack 
down on the drug traffic In the 
British Colony. One way and 
another, by the beginning of 
the 1970s the Chinese who de- 
alt in opium, from the border 
area where Burma, Laos and 
Thailand meet, were looking 
for fresh pastures. 

Amsterdam with its libera- 
lism must have seemed an obvi- 
ous bridgehead into Europe. 
From a negligible population a 
few years ago, the Chinese in 
Amsterdam now number around 
10,000, of whom 8,000 are 
thought to be Illegal Immigra- 
nts. 

It only takes a visit to Ams- 
terdam after an absence of a 
few years to see the effects of 
the influx. Restaurants with 
typical Chinese names are dot- 
ted around the dty. But in the 
Zeedyk, the town’s red light 
district close to the docks, a 
couple of narrow streets have 
been almost completely taken 
over by Chinese. 

There is no doubt in the 
mind of police officials in Am- 
sterdam that the increase in the 
traffic in hard drugs and the in- 
flux of the Chinese are closely 
linked. Figures are hard to co- 
me by, but police seized 150 
kilos of heroin last year. 

They work on the basis that* 
they seize only between 10 and 
15 per cent of the actual tra- 
ffic, through tip-offs or sheer 
blunders. Not all of this is 


used in Amsterdam, of course. 
With the easy border rules of 
the European Community it is 
relatively simple to transport 
drugs to other countries. 

The worry is that the traffic 
could easily increase, at least 
in the short to medium term, 
simply because the Amsterdam 
authorities do not have the 
means to cope with the prob- 
lem. With their traditional tole- 
rance towards soft drugs, the 
Amsterdam authorities gave 
little effort towards intercept- 
ing supplies. The result was 
that when the Chinese invasion 
hit them a few years ago, the- 
re was a grand total of six men 
fully occupied with the drug 
problem. 

The force has now been ex- 
panded to “several dozen", ac- 
cording to officials. Additional- 
ly, the Minister of Justice re- 
cently brought in a tough new 
law increasing the penalties for 
drug convictions from four to 
12 years. Holland is also pre- 
paring to send Its first-ever 
full time drugs operative as a 
diplomat to the Dutch embassy 
in Bangkok. 

All this, however, is clearly 
not enough. The police are 
faced with the very consider- 
able problem of actually pene- 
trating the Chinese community. 
It is a situation where the nor- 
mal rules of infiltration, tip- 
offs, and betrayals do not ap- 
ply. 

The Chinese are a very tight 
community; in Amsterdam very 
few white faces are allowed 
into their society. Any would- 
be informers are quickly bro- 
ught to submission with thre- 
ats. There have been numer- 


ous cases of beatings, up and 
late last year there was a spate 
of grisly murders with one 
body being found with a “Tri- 
ad" sign wrapped around it. . 

To count e r the exclusive- 
ness of the Chinese — and 
this extends to having huge 
white "bouncers" on clubs and 
some stores to make sure the 
curious non-Chinese passers-by 
do not stray inside — officials 
admit that they have taken die 
advice of ex-Hong Kong police- 
men, both Chinese and Europe- 
an, who have offered their ser- 
vices. 

The trouble is that since 
Hong Kong began its great 
purge on police corruption in 
1972, there have been an aw- 
ful lot of Hong Kong police- 
men who fled the colony and 
looked for new areas. Inevi- 
tably, some of them have taken 
up with their old accomplices in 
Amsterdam and effectively neu- 
tralised the advice given to the 
police there. 

For the moment, the Dutch' 
police face an uphill struggle 
in trying to work their way in- 
to the shut-off, tightly-knit 
world of the Chinese and their 
Triads. Perhaps the one cheer- 
ing factor is that although the 
Dutch 'police have been late in 
the day in arresting the heroin 
problem, other police forces in 
Europe, and particularly in 
London, are more geared up to 
deal with hard drugs. 

There is the chance, there- 
fore, that if the traffic cannot 
be broken at its head, which is 
in Amsterdam, it can be stop- 
ped on its tentacles and killed 
off by working from them in- 
wards.

Soares begins toughest 
get Portugal into EEC 


PARIS, March 5 (R). — Por- 
tuguese Prime Minister Mario 
Soares arrives here tomorrow 
for what is likely to be the 
toughest stage of his European 
tour to canvass support for his 
country's admission to the 
European Common Market (E- 
EC). 

He will have luncheon talks 
with President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing on Monday followed 
by a full working session with 
Prime Minister Raymond Bar- 
re.

New York’s mayor seeks non-bank

Carter will fight inflation by 
restricting government spending 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (R). 
— U.S. Presidential Economic 
Adviser Charles Schultze said 
yesterday the Carter adminis- 
tration’s forthcoming anti-in- 
flation programme would rely 
chiefly on policies which res- 
tricted government spending 
and provided an early return to 
a balanced budget. 

Mr. Schultze told the House 
of Representatives Budget Co- 
mmittee that other aspects of 
the plan now being put to- 
gether included monitoring the 
cost of federal government pro- 
grammes, an "early warning sy- 
stem” to identify production 
bottlenecks and the creation of 
a committee of government, 
business and labour leaders to 
discuss inflation, prices and un- 
employment. 

Treasury Secretary Michael 
Blumenthal. also testifying at 


the hearing, said the adminis- 
tration planned to review per- 
sonal income taxes as well as 
business taxes as part of an 
effort to stimulate spending on 
new plant and equipment.

Japan must enforce ZOO-mile 

fishing zone, minister says

TOKYO, March 0 (AFP). — Ja- 
pan has no choice but to en- 
force a 200-mi!o fishing zone 
to protect its fishery interests 
on equal terms with countries. 

agriculture and Forestry Minis- 
ter Zenko Suzuki said today. 

He told the press on his re- 
turn home from Japan-Soviet 
fishery' talks in Moscow that 
the timing of Japan's declara- 
tion of the 200-mile jurisdiction 
will be decided by closely stu- 
dying developments of the next 
round of the International Law 
of the sea conference in May. 

In Moscow, Mr. Suzuki and 
Soviet Fishery Minister Alex- 
ander Ishkov exchanged notes 
after their four-day meeting, 
which temporarily allowed Ja- 
panese fishing boats to operate 
within the Soviet 200-mile zone 
until the end of March. 

The notes also confirmed that 
the two countries will resume 
negotiations in Moscow on 
March 15 for an interim fishery 
agreement on Japanese fishing 
for 1977 in the Soviet 200-raiZe 
zone which came into effect 
last Tuesday. 


The Japanese minister also 
said that he got the impression 
that the Soviet Union intends 
to abrogate the present Japan- 
Soviet fishery treaty although 
no official notification to this 
effect was made. 

He explained that Japan 
had to accept the ban herring 
and salmon fishing in the Sov- 
iet zone during thu month of 
March because the Soviet claim 
that quotas on such fishing 
must be set first was regarded 
as inevitable under the new 
200-mile limit. 

Mr. Suzuki added that the 
territorial problem on four Sov- 
iet-held islands in southern Ku- 
rile was not taken up at the 
Moscow talks although the Sov- 
iets enforced the 200-mile zone 
including waters off the four 
contested islands which have 
been occupied by Soviet troops 
since the end of World War

U.S. laboratory claims major find 
in search for cheap nuclear fusion 


LOS ALAMOS, New Mexico, 
March 5 (PL — A nuclear la- 
boratory said here yesterday it 
had made a major breakthrough 
in the search for a cheap nuc- 
lear power system which leaves 
virtually no atomic waste. 

Scientists at the Energy Re- 
search and Development Admi- 
nistration laboratory said they 
had achieved nuclear fusion by 
a carbon dioxide laser process. 

Present nuclear power sta- 
tions use fission systems pro- 
ducing considerable quantities 
of radioactive waste. This has 
caused increasing concern to 
environmentalists in recent ye- 
ars. 

A U.S. government agency 
has estimated that fusion sys- 
tems reduce the waste problem 
by over 90 per cent. 

"This may lop 10 or even 20 
years from the generally ac- 
cepted time required" for the 
development of a fusion reac- 
tor," the laboratory said in a 
statement." This is usually pl- 
aced in the next century.” 

Fission plants are threatened 
by diminishing supplies of ura- 
nium fuel. Fusion systems are 
considered by experts to be 
safer and to be less open to 


theft of nuclear materials and 
sabotage. 

Fusion is when two light at- 
oms are joined to form a heav- 
ier one. This happens constant- 
ly in the sun and produces 
enormous energy. 

Fission is when energy is 
created by splitting an atom. 
The Los Alamos laboratory wh- 
ich reported yesterday's dis- 
covery made the original ato- 
mic bomb. 

"For this system the fuel 
used in the pellets which are 
bumbarded by the co-2 (carb- 
on dioxide) laser comes mainly 
from water,” said Ms. Barba- 
ra Mulkin, spokesman for the 
University of California team 
that developed the system un- 
der contract to the federal go- 
vernment. 

“The fuel is cheap and in- 
exhaustible,” she said. 

Under the system developed 
here, the two-beam laser deli- 
vers sharp bursts of power las- 
ting a billionth of a second 
on tiny pellets of deuterium- 
trivium fuel, both heavy isoto- 
pes of hydrogen. 

Dr. Sidney Singer, chief of 
the laser system development 
group, said it was planned to 
construct a high-energy gas 


laser plant by 1981. This was 
the date when they hoped to 
achieve "breakeven” --the 
critical point at which the en- 
ergy extracted from fusion re- 
action is equal to the energy it 
took to produce it. 

Scientists in West Germany, 
Britain and the Soviet Union 
axe also working on prospective 
fusion systems. 

(A spokesman for the Max 
Planck Institute in Munich, one 
of West Germany's major re- 
search centres, last night ex- 
pressed doubt whether the 
American discovery was a sp- 
ectacular breakthrough. West 
Germany is working on an al- 
ternative “magnetic" system 
for achieving nuclear fusion.)

The chief 
Soviet delegate, 75-year-old former Deputy Foreign Minister Va- 
lerian Zorin, described the American move as “shameless" and 
"bringing the danger of a return to the days of the cold war.”
